“Mr. President 
“I have the honor to transmit to you 
herewith tile observations of the Ger­ 
man delegation on the draft treaty of 
peace. 
We came to Versailles In the 
expectation of receiving a peace pro­ 
posal based on the agreed principles. 
We were firmly resolved to do every­ 
thing In our power with a view of ful 
filling the grave obligations which we* 
had undertaken. 
We hoped for Die 
peace of Justice which had been prom­ 
ised to us. 
We were* aghast when we 
read in documents the demands made 
upon us. 
The more deeply we pene­ 
trate Into the Hp!rlt. of this treaty, the 
more convinced we"i)ecome of the im­ 
possibility of carrying it out. 
The* 
executions of this treaty are more 
than the German people can bear. 
T e rritory Renounced, Claim. 
"With a view to the re-establish- 
blent of the* Polish state we* must re­ 
nounce Indisputably German territory, 
nearly til** whole of th** province of 
West Prussia, which Is preponderantly 
German, of Pomerania, Danzig, which 
Is German to th** core, we must let 
that ancient Hanaetown ie* transform­ 
ed into a free state under Polish huz** 
minty. 
We must agr***1 that 
East 
Prussia shall he amputated from the 
body of til** state, condemned to a Hun­ 
gering death, and robbed of its north­ 
ern portion. Including Meinel, which 
Is purely German. 
We must renounce 
tipper Silesia for th** benefit of Poland 
and Czechoslovak la. although it has 
been in dose political connection wit ii 
Germany for more than 7f*<> year*, is 
instinct with German Bf** and forms 
th** very foundation of Industrial life 
t h r o u g h o u t East Germany. 
Preponderantly

Kreise must be* ordeal to Belgium with­ 
out sufficient guarantees that the pleb 
incite which is only to tukr place after 
wards, will Im* Independent. The pure­ 
ly German district of til** Saar must 
he detached from our empire and til**

“ Even in Internal affairs we are to 
give up the right to self-determination. 
The International reparation commis­ 
sion receives dictatorial powers over 
the whole life of our people in eco­ 
nomic 
and 
cultural 
matters. 
Its 
authority extends 
far 
beyond 
that 
which the empire, the German federal 
council and the Reichstag combined 
ever possessed within the territory of 
the empire. 
This commission has un 
limited control ovwr the economic life 
of the state, of communities and of 
Individuals. 
Further, the entire edu 
cational and sanitary system depends 
on it. 
It can keep the whole German 
people In mental thraldom. 
In order 
to increase the payments due by the 


waterways are subjected to Interna­ 
tional admfnistration. she must con­ 
st n u t in her territory such canals and 
such railways as her enemies wish. 
She must agree to treaties, tile con­ 
tents of which are unknown to her; 
to he concluded by her enemies with 
the new states on th** east, even when 
they concern her own functions.

German people is excluded from the 
league of nations, to which is entrusted 
all work of common interest to the 
world.

its own death sentence. 
“Germany 
knows 
that 
she

milk** sacrifices in order to attain 
peace. 
Germany knows that she has. 
by agreement, undertaken to make 
these saeriflces, and will go in this 
matter to the utmost limits of her 
capacity. 
Counter P ro p o sa ls Submitted. 
’’One.—Germany offers to proceed 
with Her own disarmament in advance 
of all other peoples, in order to show 
that she will help to usher in the new 
era of the peace of Justice. Sh** gives 
up universal compulsory service and 
reduces her army to 100.000 men, ex­ 
cept as regards temporary measures. 
She 
even 
renounces 
the 
warships 
which her enemies ar** still willing to 
leave in her hands. 
She stipulates 
however, that she shall be admitted 
forthwith as a state with equal rights 
Into th** league of nations. 
She stip­ 
ulates that u genuine league of na­ 
tions shall come into being embrac 
ing ail peoples of good will, even her 
enemies of today.

demands that the right of self-deter­ 
mination shall aiso be repeated where 
the Interests of the Germans in Aus­ 
tria and Bohemia arc concerned. 
“She Is ready to subject all her col­ 
ones to adm inistration by’ the com­ 
munity of the league of nations if she 
is recognized Us the mandatory. 
Prepared to Make Payments. 
“Three.—Germany is prepared 
to 
muke payments incumbent on her in 
accordance with th** agreed program 
of peace up to a maximum sum of 
100,000,000.000 of gold murks. 20,000,- 
000,000 by May I, 1926, and th** balance 
(80,OOO,OOO,Otto) in annuul payments 
without 
Interest. 
These 
payments 
shall in principle be equal to a fixed 
percentage of the German imperial 
and state revenues. 
Th** annual pay­ 
ments shall approximate to the for­ 
mer peace budget. 
For the first IO 
years the annual payments shul! not 
exceed 1.000,000.OOO of gold marks a 
year. The German taxpayer shall not 
he loss heavier burdened than the tax­ 
payer of the most heavily burdened 
state among these represented on th** 
reparation commission. 
“Germany presumes in this connec­ 
tion that sh** will not have to make 
any territorial sacrifices beyond those 
mentioned above and that she will 
recover 
her 
freedom

economic 
movement ut home and abroad. 


C o o p e ra te in Reconstruction. 
“Four.— Germany is prepared to de­ 
vote her entire economic strength to 
th** service of reconstruction.

wishes to cooperate effectively In the 
reconstruction of the devastated re­ 
gions of Belgium and northern France. 
Til make good the loss in production 
of the destroyed mines in northern 
France; up to 20,000,000 tons of coni 
will h<> delivered annually for the 
first five years and up to 8.OOO.OOO tons 
for the next five years. Germany will 
facilitate further deliveries of coal to 
France, Belgium, Italy and Luxem­ 
burg. 
“Germany is moreover prepared to 
make considerable deliveries of ben­ 
zol, coal tar and sulphite of ammonia. 
as well as dye stuffs and medicines.

“Five.—Finally. Germany offers to 
put her entire merchant tonnage into .

for them for a series of years in Ger­ 
man yards an amount of tonnage ex­ 
ceeding their demands.

Treaties of peace signed by the great 
powers, have, it is true, in the history 
of the last decades again and again 
proclaimed the right of the stronger. 
But each of these treaties of peace 
has been a factor in originating and 
prolonging the world war. 
Whenever 
in this war the victor has ho spoken 
to the vanquished, at Brest-Litovsk 
and Bucharest, hi.** words were but 
tin* seeds of future discord. The lofty 
aims which our adversaries first set 
before themselves in their conduct of 
the war, th** new era of an assured 
peace of Justice, demand a treaty in­ 
stinct with a different spirit. Only the 
cooperation of all nations, a cooper 
at Ion of hands and spirits, can build 
up a durable peace. We are under no 
delusions regarding the strength of 
th** hatred and bitterness which this 
war 
has*, engendered, and 
yet 
the 
forces which are at work for a union 
of mankind are stronger now than 
ever they were before. 
The historic 
task of the peace conference at Ver­ 
sailles is to bring about this union.

June 3.—Anti-prohibi­ 
tionists are proceeding on the theory 
that prohibition will riot prohibit and 
that congress eventually will declare 
beer and light wines non intoxicating 
and that whisky can be distilled for 
certain purposes, refusing to pass leg­ 
islation to enforce the constitutional 
amendment to the letter.

would he strict enforcement of the 
amendment in dry states only, while 
wet states would become wet again.

two-thirds dry In both 
houses, it Is conceded that only a 
great revulsion of sentiment could ful­ 
fill this hope of the wets.
